The area produced by the diagonal of a rectangle equals to the 
sum of the areas produced by its two sides. 


“In right-angled triangles, the square on the side subtending the right angle is equal 
to the squares on the side containing the right angles” - wrote Euclid around 300 BC. 
The theorem is attributed to Pythagoras (6th century BC) by Greek writers of the first 
four centuries after Christ but historians pointed out that the Greek literature of the 


first five centuries after Pythagoras contained no mention of this discovery by the 
great philosopher. 


However, the Indian text Sulba-Sutra (6" century BC) clearly describes “The area 
produced by the diagonal of a rectangle equals to the sum of the areas produced by 
its two sides" which is identical theorem attributed to Pythagoras. 


Turn the disc and notice that the colour in the largest square just fills up the 


two smaller squares or vise versa, thus proving what is called the 
Pythagorean theorem or Sulba-Sutra.
